Once upon a time 


the Ineomotives of America burned 130 million tons 


of enal a year; now, with the prevalence of the oil- 


burning, diesel-drawn train, the railroads use only 


a scant three million tons nf enal. Once upon a 


lime the cnal-hiirning furnace was practically uni­ 


versal, cnnsuming some IfNt million tons nf coal an- 


niiall.v. Today the so-called “ spaie heating” market 


requires only thirty million tons.

Ancient art of espionage has reached a re­ 
markable state of sophistication when the ene­ 
my is intercepted, escorted to his quest, al­ 
lowed the desired number of peeks, then all 
but given a farewell wag of the wings. 
The fact that all this happens over interna­ 
tional waters gives it an air of legality. It does 
not, however, eliminate the possibility of an 
Unpremeditated gunburst and a loss of lives 
which a nation, in good conscience, could not 
accept. 


Grave danger, therefore, is ever present. 
Presumably it would not he risked without 
compelling need. It is this need that provides 
the basis of a silent war, the current contest 
in military technology. 
There is military necessity in knowing the 
enem y’s radar and other electronic defensive 
installations. A further requirement is to know 
their frequencies so that they can be ja m m e d 
or tricked into concentrating on decoys. 
There is reason to believe that is the pur­ 
pose of the recent rash of Soviet flights over 
U. S. carriers. American planes and ships have 
been similarly engaged. 
In every way, electronic eyes and ears have 
become part of today’s precarious existence.

Coal Has Promising Future 


The United Mine Workers Union, after supporting 
• policy of automating the coal mines of America for 
some thirty years, is now reportedly turning against 
the installation of new automatic equipment. 
One reason is that smalt mines, which can neither 
afford the newest wrinkles in machinery nor the high 
union wage scales extracted by John L. Lewis from the 
operators in many a dram atic bargaining session, have 
been going non-union in their rates. One can sympa­ 
thize with the newly unemployed union miners in small 


£ mountain communities who have seen their old liveli­ 
hoods and their hard-won “ social gains” go down the 
drain under pressure from the big automated mines. 
Nevertheless, it remains demonstrably true that if John 
L. Lewis, when he was active boss of the miners union, 
had not supported the big mine operators in their de­ 
sire to automate, the miners as a whole would be far 
worse off than they now happen to be. 


Everyone knows in a general way that coal has 
been up against the stiffest sort of competition from 
other fuels in recent years. Rut how many people 
know the astounding figures? Once upon a time 
the locomotives of America burned 130 million tons 
of m al a year; now, with the prevalence of the oil- 
burning, diesel-drawn train, the railroads use only 
a scant three million tons of coal. Once upon a 
time the coal-burning furnace was practically uni­ 
versal, consuming some IOO million tons of coal an­ 
nually. Today the so-called “space heating” market 
requires only thirty million tons. These are hor­ 
rifying drop-backs. The oil industry, of course, has 
benefited mightily—and, with the development of 
cheap atomic power, uranium mining stands to 
profit from coal's further discomfiture. 


Despite the conquest of the markets by oil, however, 
the coal industry has done a remarkable job at living 
off its own diminished volume. In 1947 bituminous coal 
production stood at 630 million tons a year; today the 
annual figure is 420 million tons. The loss of some 200 
million tons would have been fatal to practically every­ 
body in the industry, the United Mine Workers included, 
if the operators, with the blessing of John L. Lewis, had 
not turned to new automatic equipment. In 1958 Mr. 
Lewis of the mine union. George H. Love of the Con­ 
solidation Coal Company, William L. Wearly of the Joy 
Manufacturing Company, Philip Sporn of the American 
Electric Power Company, Walter Tuohy of the Chesa­ 
peake and Ohio Railway Company, a few other far­ 
sighted men got together to form something called the 
National Coal Policy Conference. This organization has 
been fighting the industry’s battle as a whole, with a 
quite noticeable degree of success. 


In certain mountain pockets of eastern Ken­ 
tucky and West Virginia coal is still a “sick in­ 
dustry.” Rut it ran no longer be described as sick 
In the regions where thick coal veins permit the 
ase of modern methods. And the future, suddenly, 
promises a grand resurgence. The National Coal 
Policy Conference, extrapolating its curves on the 
graphs of tomorrow, says that the demand for 
electrical energy will increase by seven-fold in the 
next forty years. 


Even if nuclear power proves fully able to take care 
of our energy needs in spots that are far from easy 
access to coal or oil. it takes a wildly optimistic nuclear 
power man to visualize atomic power accounting for 
m ore than twenty per cent of the energy needs of Amer­ 
ica in the year 2,000 A D. And. since water power sites 
are limited, this means a much wider scope for coal. 
/**The National Coal Policy Conference says that for elec­ 
tric generation alone in 2,000 A. D. the U. S. coal indus­ 
try will have to provide fifty per cent more coal than 
is now being mined. 
David Lilienthal, the first head of the Atomic E ner­ 
gy Commission, is a recent convert to coal optimism. 
In a speech at Princeton. N. J., he spoke of the “ peace­ 
ful atom " as something "just as good as coal" for use 
in some places, but certainly no better than fossil fuels 
for general use. "In the mysterious way by which 
changes take place at the most unexpected places.” 
he said, "suddenly coal in the last decade has made 
enormous strides.” 
To continue getting their share of the benefit from
